Parking Program 


Recommended Intact 


Menlo Park planning commission- 
ers, in a meeting which proved re- 
markable for its brevity and good 
order, Monday night recommended 
adoption of the city’s master plan to 


b-erthe city council, with the offstreet 


parking program for the downtown 
business area intact. 

Other changes in the plan, from 
original proposals made last June, 
were minor. 

All members of the commission 
were present as the board ended its 
deliberations on the document. The 


y proposed master plan was first sub- 


mitted to them last June. They un- 
animously voted forwarding of the 


recommendation to the city council, 


for further action. 

Action on the proposal started 
with Commission Chairman Charles 
Andrews explaining that hearings 
before the commission. were closed, 
and that there would be no discus- 
sion from the floor. 


21-PAGE REPORT 

Commissioner Paul Speegle then 
read the planners’ 21-page final re- 

port, which said in part:- 

“It should be noted that the larg- 
er part of the original proposals... 
remain unchanged. 

“A brief outline of major recom- 
mendations to which either no ob- 
jection was raised or general sup- 
port was voiced is set forth below: 

“1. The minimum lot size for resi- 
dential use in the city should be

First of New Hearings 
Expected on Jan. 27 


Though it’s out of the hands of 
the planning commission, Menlo 
Park’s proposed master plan still 
has a long way to go. 

This was indicated Monday night 
by Mayor Charles P. Burgess, who, 
on behalf of the city council, thank- 
ed the commission for the time and 
effort spent on its development. 

He added, however, that the coun- 
cil will attempt at the earliest possi- 
ble date to pass on “noncontrover- 
sial” portions of the plan, so that 
scme construction projects, held up 
on account of it, can be given the 
‘green light.” 

The council will officially re- 
ceive the plan at its Jan. 13 meet- 
ing, he said, and the first “gener- 
al” public hearing about it may be 
held at its next meeting thereaf- 
ter—Jan. 27. 

One of the projects currently held 
up is a proposed auto salesroom and 
garage at El Camino Real and Rav- 
;enswood avenue, on property owned 
by Walter W. Carr. The land can- 
not ke developed until Carr learns 
how much of it will be used for a 
preposed underpass. ~ 

“This,” said the mayor, “is the 
kind of thing we should work out as 
soon as possible.” 
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Wider Bayshore 
Plan Expected 
From State Soon 


Within about 30 days, it was indi- 
cated this week, the City of Menlo 
Park will be offered a new Bayshore 
Freeway contract, detailing new 
specifications for the proposed Wil- 
low road traffic interchange and 
giving the city an opportunity to 
call for a Ringwood avenue over- 
pass. 

The overpass is currently not in 
the freeway plan. 

The new freeway contract is 
characterized as a “legal docu- 
ment,” amplifying existing agree- 
ments, by state highway depart- 

ment officers. It is currently in 
Sacramento, awaiting approval, 
having been drawn up at depart- 
ment of highways division IV 
headquarters in San Francisco. 

C. F. Greene, assistant engineer 
in charge of planning in San Fran- 
cisco, said that the document calls 
for a highway width of 250 feet; 
previously, the freeway width called 
for in contracts was 230 feet. 
DECLINES TO GUESS 

He declined to guess when the 
plans now in the state capitol would 
be presented here.

Few More Sites Left 


Year's Figures Show Sharp Drop 
In Rate of New Construction Here 


Building construction — Menlo 
Park’s major industry—took a sharp 
drop in 1952 with totals lower than 
any year since 1949, figures released 
by Building Inspectcr J. D. Steiger 
showed this week. 

As he closed his books for the 
year, Steiger listed a total of $5,004,- 
360 worth of construction authorized 
in 152, as compared with $7,350,350 
in 1851 and $9,589,625 in 1950. In 
1949, construction authorized totale 
led $4,604,500. 

Residential construction drop- 
ped about a third in 1952 from the 
level of the previous year. There 
were 237 single - family homes 


It’s Average 


$10,605 HOUSE 


Average dwelling unit construc- 
ted in Menlo Park in_ 1952 cost 
about $10,606, fisures released by 
Building Inspector J. D. Steiger 
revealed this week. 

The total doesn’t include cost 
of the ground on which the dwell- 
ing is situated. 

Cost of the dwetling unit was 
“breught down” somewhat, Stei- 
ger said, by the number of apart- 
ments — 119— euthorized during 
the year. These can be construct- 
ed for less than single-family 
homes. 

the 237 single-family residences 
authorized during the year were 
built, he estimates, at an average 
cost of about $13,090. 

The “average home” could have 
been built in either east or west 
Menlo, Steiger said, since almost 
identical numbers of units were 
authecrized in those parts of the 
city.

Dur- 
ing the year only six buildings, hav- 
jing a total valuation of $186,000,

The store is to be 100 feet by 200 
feet, placed in the middle of the 
parcel, Baker said. Two rows ot 
parking will be provided in front of 
the structure and four rows along 
each side, offering facilities for 
simultaneous parking of a minimum 
of 150 cars.

Officers Aver; Reveal New Substation Plan 


Work was to start, early next 
‘week, On an addition to the PG&E’s 
Alameda de las Pulgas substation 
which will prevent a recurrence of 
Monday night’s power failure in 
west Menlo Park, western Atherton 
Portola, and areas further west. 


The power failure occurred when 
two wires connected to the Alameda 
de las Pulgas circuit were shot down 
at Pomponio creek and the coast 
highway, near Pescadero; because of 
the tremendous overload on the ci- 
ty’s ilInes as the dinner hour ap- 
proached, full service could not be 
restored for several hours. 


Duncan Reynard, the power 
company’s ranking officer in Red- 
wood City, said that restoration of 
power was slowed because west 
Menlo Park area users were using 
about 500 per cent of the normal 
“load” through the Alameda de

Reynard gave the following ac- 
count of Monday’s power failure: 

The automatic circuit breakers 
at the Alameda substation went 
into operation at 4:29 p. m., just 
before the peak load, usual in the 
evening hours with turnine on of 
lights and cooking for supper, ap- 
proached.: 

The line to the Alameda substa- 
tion from Redwood City was check- 
ed and found to be in good shape, so 
PGW&E workmen began testing lines 
from the Alameda substation. 

They found that the service for all 
of Menlo west of University drive 
was in operating order; and that 
the source of trouble was in a set of 
wires extending west from Menlo 
Park to Portola, La Honda, San 
Gregorio and Half Moon Bay. 
BACK IN SERVICE 

The west Menlo Park and western 
Atherton lines were put back into 
service at about 5:58 p. m., he said, 
but owing to the overload by house- 
holders, the automatic switches 
kept disconnecting the circuits. This 
situation persisted until about 7:30 
p. m. 


Reynard theorized that much of 
the overload could be accounted 
for by the fact the householders, 
“testing” within their houses, 
turned on light switches and, 
when no incandesence was pro- 
duced, left the switches in ‘on” 
position. Too, automatically- 
starting devices such as refriger- 
ators and deep freeze units all 
started at once, as soon as Hower 
was restored. 

At any rate, PG&E workmen be- 


|gan their check of the line, result-

15-Year-Old Woman Dies When Hit by Car 
In First Fatality Accident of '53 Near MP 


The Menlo Park area saw its first 
fatality traffic accident of the new 
year Sunday night when a 75-year- 
old woman, crossing Alameda de las 
Pulgas west of the city, was struck 
by a car. 

The car itself was demolished 
and the driver was hospitalized, as 
he sought at the last minute to 
avoid the mishap. 

The dead woman was Mrs. Pauline 
Guthrie, whose home was at 3130 
Alameda de las Pulgas. She was | 
crossing the Alameda at 5:40 p. m., 
according to the highway patrol, 
{when she was struck by a car driven 
by Rollyn Melvin Butler, 21l-year- 
‘old Stanford student residing at 
Encinal hall. 

Because Mrs. Guthrie was wear- 
ing dark clothing and carrying no 
lights, the highway patrol said, But- 
ler apparently did not see her until 
too late to avoid the crash. In at- 
tempting to avoid her, he crashed

Mrs. Guthrine was pronounced

Menlo Park Has Been a Good Place fo Live, 
Animals Found Out Years Ago 


Menlo Park has apparently always 
been a nice place to live. This was- 
n’t known to man until possibly 
2500 years ago, but the animals pro- 
bably found it out when the area 
first emerged from the sea, approx- 
imately 12,506,000 years in the past. 

You wouldn’t recognize the ani- 
mals today, though. And you would 
be unable to recognize the Menlo 
Park area. Both were far different 
qauring that period, when the region 
was just emerging from the waters. 

In fact, there is some doubt as 
to whether the area at the exact 
latitude and longitude of Menlo 
Park was above water at the time; 
however, other parts of the San 
Francisco bay area were bezgin- 
ning to form, and fossils found 
within 2¢ miles, as the crow flies, 
indicate what kind of life was 
found here. . 

But first, one must consider what 
kind of a land it was. According to 
R. A. Stirton, chairman of the de- 
partment of paleontology of the Un- 
iversity of California:

Now Is Best, Most Economical Time to Plant 
Trees in Time to Get Them Started Early 


By TERRY LEE 
Trees ore the major factor in 
any landscaping, and this is the 
time to plant them. 


I wish everyone respected trees as | 
Their importance | 
cannot be over-rated, because they |

exist above the primary horizontal 
plane, that is, at eye-level.

PROTECTION 


Besides all this, they are large 


-enough to offer protection against 


sun and wind, considerable food if 
they are fruiting trees, or masses of 
color or flowers if decorative, and 
alWays a handsome pattern of light 
and shade. 

Of all the things you plant, 
trees last the longest, increasing 
in’ beauty each year. 

This is the best and most inex- 
pensive time to plant. Deciduous 
trees are bare rooted and evergreens 
have just come into the nurseries, so 
neither one has caused the owner 
enough work to make them expen- 
sive. 

Later on, when the trees have to 
be potted or moved to bigger con- 
tainers, they will really be expen- 
sive. 

HAS GOOD CHANCE 

A tree planted now has the very 
best chance of getting established 
and flourishing next summer. 

It is dormant, and has not put 
cut the new feeding roots that are 
so easily broken in transplanting. 

It will benefit from the natural 
rains and have time to settle in its 
hole and put out rocts to match its 
top. growth next spring. 

The best advice is to put a ten- 
cent plant in a silver dollar hole! 
In, other words, the hole should 
be almost ten times as big as the 
root system of the tree, and be 
filled with ten times as much hu- 
mus as such a small plant would 
appear to need. . 

Be sure the tree sits at about the 
same level it did at the nursery. 
Keep any graft union just above the 
level of the ground and face it to 
the north to prevent sunburn. 

You probably won’t have to add 
any water to your hole this week. 
Don’t stamp down the soil, but just 
firm it with your shovel. To make 
certain there are no air pockets 
around the roots, make a mound in 
the middle of the hole and spread 
the roots over this. 

If the roots are in a ball of soil, 
do not break the ball. Usually there 
is burlap around the ball, and this 
should be left on. 

TAKE CARE 

If your tree is bare rooted, all 
roots that are broken or excessively 
long should be pruned away. 

The inside of a live root is yellow, 
not brown. 

The thin stick that will be a tree 
js called a. “whip.” It should be 
pruned immediately,’ the branches 
being cut back to 4 inches, or the 
top cut down abovt one-third the 
total length. : 

If this scares you, ask the nurs- 
eryman to prune the whip. It is es- 
sential to the future shape of your 
tree.

In the spring you can add some 
commercial fertilizer to the soil. 
Keep cultivating the crust that 
forms on top of the soil so air can 
get to the roots. 

In the summer, mulch with grass 
clippings to keep the soil from rdy- 
ing out.

Every gardening column this time 
|of year has advice on how to prune 
; roses. 

I think the best remark is not 
to prune too much. 

There is a fine balance between 
root growth and top growth. If you 
prune hard, you'll get lots of new 
growth and no flowers. 

Floribundas, climbers and tree 
roses need only to be shaped and 
| dead wood cut out. Twigs can be cut 
| back several inches as part of the 
|shaping process. If there are many 
new canes, the oldest canes can be 
cut out to make room. Saw it off at 
the base. $ 

Hybrid tea roses are pruned hard- 
er, usually leaving 3-4 main branch- 
es and shortening them by one- 
third. A few tips: Wear gloves, use 

sharp shears and don’t scuff the 
branches you intend to keep.

There are probably a few days left 
that will bring frost damage to the 
garden. Although many experts say 
to prune geraniums now, I like to 
wait a month and then there is no 
danger of the newly cut plant being 
damaged. 

Plants that thaw out slowly are 
less liable to have any cell damage. 
You can protect frosted plants that 
get morning sun by sprinkling them 
with water, or shading them with 
newspaper.

This is a good time to go out and 
dig up any plants and shrubs that 
have given bad performance. 

I have a camellia that has drop- 
ped every bud this year and it isn’t 
going to be around this spring. 

Neither is a bad white rose that 
turns brown as it opens. Now there 
will be room for a Debutante ca- 
mellia and a Fashion rese. I hope 
you do the same.

Taxes Average $605 
Per Person in 1952 


Record high taxes totalling $6,- 
797,000,000 and averaging $605 per 
person—a new high—were paid by 
Californians during fiscal 1952, Cal- 
ifornia Taxpavers’ association re- 
ports. 

Federal tax coliections in Cali- 
fornia for fiscal 1952 reached 
$4,645,000,000, exceeding by about 
$16,000,000 the $4.629,000,000 total 
for all the taxes—federal, state and 
local—collected in the state at the 
1945 peak of war-time taxes. 

Federal taxes for 1952 averaged 
$413 per person in California. 

State taxes for 1952 reached an 
all-time high of $1.252,000,000 — a 
»inew peak of $112 per person for 
state imposts. 

Local taxes — for cities, counties, 
school districts and special! districts 
—reached an all-time high of $900,- 
034,090 for fiscal 1 —the average
